A Paris correspondent of the Boston 


Sentinel writes as follows:— 


PARIS, 10th Aug. 1830. 


DEAR ADAMS—When I had the plea- 


sure to see you last, you requested me 
to write to you sometimes, but it is 
rare that I have any thing to say, 
that you could not gather from better 
sources. 
At this interesting moment, 


the English and French newspapers 
will give you all the details of the late 
unparalleled and glorious revolution, 
with much better comments than I 
could make, but as they may not say e- 
nough of our own LA FAYETTE, I will 
just add a word or two for your amuse- 
ment. 


General LA FAYETTE can now be 


ranked with WASHINGTON without ex- 
aggeration. 
His late conduct has cap- 


ped the climax of his glory. 
Few peo- 


ple at present realize the degree to 
which he is entitled to our admiration. 
When, on the first day of the contest,! 
was told that he had come lo Paris 
rom La Grange, to accept the danger- 
ous post of leader of the armed people, 


^ could hardly credit the news. 
Who 


could then have divined the issue ?— 
And had it not proved successful, think 
of the terrible consequence to the old 
/cteran. To escape to America with his 
ife was the utmost he could have ho- 
ped in such an event. 
But he not only 


accepted the command, but did not 
"ear to appear on horseback, in milita- 
•y dress, in various parts of Paris, in 
the prosecution of his arduous under- 
taking. 
But his fearless devotion to 


the cause of liberty constitutes the 
smallest part of his claim to our admi- 
ation.

word, and vriih me the obligation of an 
oath ha-i always been sacred.

I endeavored to make him 
hear the truth, which was so criminal- 
ly concealed from him-—(a new move- 
ment)—I declare now, and shall always 
declare, that I never heard him express 
any wish which had not for its object 
the happiness of the French people^and 
the prosperity of France. This justice 
it is my duty to render him. 
These 


sentiments, which will ever live in my 
grateful heart, and which would stifle 
me if i did not give them free vent, I 
love to pour out before you, and I should 
pity him to whom they could give of- 
fence. 


Yes ! to my latest breath,—so long 


as a drop of blood makes my heart 
beat—on the scaffold, if ever I am des- 
tined there to lay my head—I shall 
boldly avow my love and respect for 
my old master. 
I shall say that he did 


not deserve his fate, and that the 
French, who never knew him, have 
been unjust towards him.—(Agitation.) 
Hut at this moment I am myself too 
only a Frenchman, and in the situation 
in which I am placed, I am bound to 
devote myself entirely to rny country. 
This high consideration for the safety 
of France is doubtless the only one 
which can have, induced so many wise 
minds to concur in promulgating with 
such precipitation 
acts which have 


within, six days decided the destiny of 
France.—(More emotion.)—Every thing 
was consummated, and you beheld an- 
archy ready to seize upon us and devour 
us. 
I cannot be deaf to the influence of 


those motives. 
It is to them alone I 


sacrifice all the feelings which during 
sixteen years have attached me to life. 
These sentiments impelling me by irre- 
sistible violence, make me open my 
mouth to pronounce the oath required, 
of me."—(Bravo ! Bravo !) 


This speech made an impression on 


the assembly which we cannot describe. 
It was unanimously ordered to be prin- 
ted. 


The news oHihc events in Paris was 


carried to Brussels by pigeons, and as 
a pigeon cannot carry more words than 
a telegraph, the art of laconic writing 
is necessarily in request. 
One of them 


is said to have borne this pithy sen- 
tence : "Paris up—the King down—the 
Ministers 08"." 


We perceive by the Philadelphia pa- 


pers, that the people of that city are a- 
bout to follow the example of the in- 
habitants of Richmond, in testifying by 
some public act, their feelings at the 
result of the late Revolution in France. 


The importance of the Revolution in
